Ainsworth Spofford, who was librarian Con- 
gress for many years, and sound advisor books 
and reading, spoke the newspaper “the bridge 
that brings many across the gulf ignorance,” but 
warned against its allurements the unwary, argu- 
ing that even its best the newspaper con- 
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venience “to used, not abused,” and expatiated 
this subject follows: 

call that abuse which squanders the precious 
and unreturning hours over long chronicles de- 
pravity. The murders, the suicides, the executions, 
the divorces, the criminal trials, are each and all 
like one another that only wanton waste 
time read them. The morbid style which so- 
cial disorders all kinds are written the sen- 
sational press, with staring headlines attract at- 
tention, ought warn off every healthy mind from 
their perusal. scandal society that can 
brought the surface eagerly caught and 
paraded, while the millions people who lead 
blameless lives course unnoticed and unchron- 
icled. Such journals thus inculcate the vilest pes- 
simism, instead wholesome and honest belief 
the average decency human nature. The prolixity 
the narrative, too, always monstrous pro- 
portion its importance. Here where the art 
skipping rigorously applied. Read the news- 
paper for the most part headlines only—skipping 
all the murders, all the executions, all the crimes, 
all the news, except the most important and imme- 
diately interesting—and you will spend perhaps fif- 
teen twenty minutes upon what would otherwise 
occupy exaggeration say that most 
persons have wasted time enough over the news- 
papers have given them liberal education.” 

Young people will well consider Mr. Spof- 
ford’s warning, for, like other habits, that indis- 
criminate addiction newspapers hard break 
when once formed. Moreover they should per- 
petually guard against temptation give their 
time trashy books, for there much reading 
matter between covers that profitless, and not 
little that pernicious. 


SYSTEMATIZING RECREATION.—A 
graph bulletin issued government bu- 
reau authority for the statement that almost the 
entire time instructor the extension divi- 
sion the University Texas devoted the 
promotion educational play and recreation 
the schools, especial attention being given those 
the rural sections. The circumstance worthy 
note.

Supervi- 
sion should shield them from engaging dangerous 
diversions and from devoting exciting games, 
time that cannot wisely spared from their stu- 
dies. can more than this—it can provide 
that the kind recreational exercise which pupil 
participates that which will best fitted his 
individual physical needs. 


THE HEALTH COLLEGE STUDENTS.— 
Hygiene, that fifty per cent the colleges are doing 
something care for the health the students 
likely provoke remark regarding the implied re- 
missness those responsible for the policies the 
other fifty per cent. this age sanitation, with 
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public health boards seeing that precautions 
shall taken preserve the health employes 
industrial establishments and residents urban 
communities, surely matters are not they should 
the health student bodies neglected the 
extent that this implication suggests.

Systematic attention 
directed filtering and chlorinating the water 
supply, pasteurizing certifying the milk supply, 
examining the food handlers, inspecting and ac- 
crediting the rooming houses, and providing hy- 
gienic classrooms, eating houses and dormitories.

dents but looks after those that are well with the 
object keeping them that condition,

history mankind from the very begin- 

ning has marked out peculiar function. 
She was destined Nature the mother the 
race, and, such, her sphere was the home and its 
surroundings. proportion society advanced, 
her task was more and more limited the narrow 
circle her home, and her duty confined purely 
domestic one. 

her sphere activity was limited the home 
only, was natural then that woman’s environment 
was very narrow and personal and that she failed 
develop those qualities greatly esteemed 
civilized, intelligent men. Accuracy and breadth 
thinking, group co-operation, willing obedience 
social law, were not conspicuous the woman 
the past. Society large was not concerned with 
her intellectual qualities, for the ideal woman the 
earlier times was the modest, shy, docile, clinging 
creature, trained the arts homekeeping and 
possessing physical charms, which were compen- 
sate for empty, narrow mind. consequence, 
education intellectual kind very 
small part her life. The little training she did 
acquire was with few exceptions centered around 
domestic art, with some religious and moral instruc- 
tion, supplemented rather thorough knowledge 
the history her ancestry, the little points 
etiquette, and the customs her race. This re- 
sulted the fact that woman became the most con- 
servative force social life, and still more the most 
narrow-minded slave her master and ignor- 
ance. Although true that different ages 
there were women who showed great ability af- 
fairs government, such Isabella Spain, Eli- 
zabeth England, and Catherine Russia; 
arts and paintings such St. Catherine Egypt, 
poetry, such Sappho, often called the Tenth 
Muse, yet, generally speaking, the intellectual con- 


dition women was neglected practically all the 
dominant European nations about the 18th 
Century. 

Action always followed reaction, and the 
18th and 19th centuries well demonstrate this tru- 
ism. see artificiality thought and expression, 
high social religious doubts, caused 
the various sectarian controversies the time. all 
giving way the call for freedom thought and 
action. The rights the individual man began 
assert themselves more and more. The 19th cen- 
tury swung with new energy and spirit 
reform, Revolution society quickened the polit- 
ical, intellectual, and religious reform. The econom- 
ical forces combined with the social 
death blow the rigid system society. 

Industry underwent change. The “industrial 
revolution” caused profound reaction the life 
woman. With the introduction machinery her 
little world, the home, was broken up. She was 
called wider range activity the factories, 
shops, and other places occupation. She began 
mingle with men and associate with various 
classes people. Society now gradually realized 
that woman had soul, endowed with faculties, and 
that she also had intellectual abilities, which re- 
quired wider range than any hitherto given. Men 
began ridicule the spineless type education im- 
parted the young women the time. Their lack 
education and the qualities that are the result 
liberal education were keenly felt, and 
consequence the more intellectual men began 
take measures toward remedying the evil. 


Taine, his exposition the theory upon which 
wrote his “History English Literature”, affirms 
that “any considerable literary work will exhibit, 
under careful analysis, not only the writer’s state 
mind, his experience and way life, but also the 
long descended influences race and traditions, the 
temper his time and the general intellectual con- 
ditions the age”. (1). This statement may well 
applied Alfred, Lord Tennyson, who for over 
half century was the voice the whole English 
people expressing their doubts, their beliefs, their 
griefs, and their triumphs, and whose fine poetry, 
great extent, reflects the spirit, temperament, 
and national character the century. 


The subject more liberal education for 


woman, whose mental training had been neglected, 


disapproved, and even condemned, for over “six 
thousand years”, hear Princess Ida declare, 
has received considerable attention literature, both 
prose and poetry. Defoe his “Essay upon Pro- 
jects” says, “The soul placed the body like 
rough diamond, and must polished, the lustre 
will never appear: and ’tis manifest that 
rational soul distinguishes from brutes, educa- 
tion carries the distinction and makes some less 
brutish than others. But why then should women 
denied the benefits would 
wonder, indeed, how should happen that women 
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are conversible all, since they are only beholding 
the natural parts for all knowledge. Their youth 
spent teach them stitch and sew and make 
baubles. They are taught read, indeed, and per- 
haps write their names so, and that the 
height woman’s education. And would ask any 
who slight the sex for their understanding, what 
man good for that taught (2). Hence 
proposes establish college for ladies, where 
they should learn subjects, both their 
genius, and their qualities.” 

further find few references the same ques- 
tion Shelley’s verse. striking resemblance, 
however, both Defoe’s exquisite idea and Tenny- 
son’s “Princess”, Johnson’s “Rasselas”, from 
which the poet probably took some suggestions for 
his work. Mary Wollstonecraft dealt with the sub- 
ject woman’s education, “Thoughts the 
Education Women”. Tennyson contributed 
the solution the problem the modest sugges- 
tions education embodied his 
where, through the characters the poem, the 
author gives expression ideas the question. 


But before attempting discuss this poem, let 
briefly estimate Tennyson’s attitude towards woman 
and her education. This see his portrayal 
women characters. poet, with the exception 
Shakespeare, has given many and such admir- 
able characters the English girl and woman 
Tennyson did, and appropriately does deserve 
called “The Poet the English Girl”. 

The early poems Tennyson abound portraits 
women and girls. These are all more less 
conventional characters, fantastic pictures the 
poet’s mind. Nevertheless, these are the images, 
which, the more mature years the poet’s life, 
developed into the great characters Princess Ida, 
Guinevere, Queen Mary, Edith, Lady Dora, and the 
like. “innocent-arch and cunning-simple 
lian”, Isabel the loving mother, “the queen mar- 
riage and the most perfect the calm imperious 
Eleanore, the thoughtful Margaret, the happy Leo- 
nora, what delightful pictures, and certainly the best 
their kind. takes, however, the more experi- 
enced hand the poet sketch the May Queen, 
Alice, the Miller’s Daughter, the Gardener’s Daugh- 
ter, and above all Katie the heroine 
“The reveal the real life-like English 
girl, Although not one these characters 
marked intellectual achievements, yet must 
admit that they are all beautiful 
ters, and the best delineations (the) English 
girlhood. 

The poet’s characters, furthermore, portray all 
classes and every position English society. They 
include childhood and old age; the young lady 
the fresh bloom girlhood and the full flush 
womanhood. come contact with the beggar 
well the queen, the uncouth simple peasant 
girl and the overcivilized daughter the earl 
lord; the innocent and the wordly creature; the 
wife and the woman who false herself 
and others. find the grandmother, the be- 
loved mother, and the sister. Many the charac- 
ters come from the lower many come from the 
middle class, yet apparent that the greatest 
number the prominent personages like Rosamund, 
Queen Eleanore, Maud, Elizabeth, Lady Psyche, 
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and Lady Blanche, are all ladies gentle blood, 
rank, and social prestige. 

Besides, the poet’s characters are more less 
embodiments the virtues which greatly 
admired woman and respected her for, namely, 
the winsome, demure, trustful, social womanly wom- 
an; the faithful wife, devoted her holy duties 
kindness and motherhood the noble loving creature 
full self-sacrifice, ready serve the best inter- 
ests home, country, and humanity large. 

Tennyson had definite idea woman and her 
mission. “He deeply sensitive her beauty, her 
purity, and the reverence due her. Her work 
saw it, was not training the young, 
but spurring the man more resolute endeavors 
and achievements. Yielding her subtler forces 
and gentler agencies, aspires higher plane 
being. While accomplishing his manhood re- 
pressing the baser and cultivating the finer side 
him, she the same time works out her own sal- 
vation, humanly speaking, the truest 
sense” (3). Woman the guardian the 
weak and the needy; the bright sunshine that scat- 
ters the dark clouds hovering over their heads; the 
shower goodness and greatness. She 
loved and love. She soften the sting anguish 
for the suffering and raise the low higher life. 
thus that woman fulfills her mission and ren- 
ders the greatest service the world. 

Considering Tennyson’s women this light, 
find two groups characters, the first, the conser- 
vative element society, uplifting and preserving 
it—the woman who answers her call life faith- 
fully fulfilling her mission; the second, the woman 
who fails her mission, becoming influence 
evil, destroying, breaking down and bringing misery 
herself and others well. see the first 
group embodied the characters Enid, Elaine, 
Queen Mary, Lady Dora, and Princess Ida, her 
solicitude for her husband, Geraint, bewails his effe- 
minacy, and result accused faithlessness. 
She ordered ride with her jealous husband, 
forbidden speak him even look him dur- 
ing the ride. She knows not why she thus trea- 
ted. Yet love compels her warn Geraint dan- 
ger. Thus love, calmness, kindness, loyalty, and 
patience she wins her cruel master’s heart and gains 
greater love and respect from him. Elaine, the 
simple hearted sweet lady, the symbol spiritual 
womanhood, loves once and loves unto death. Queen 
Mary, beautiful frail woman, miserably disap- 
pointed, and swept onward Fate, left 
all those around her, yet remains faithful wife 
till her death. Lady Dora Steer, the heroine the 
“Promise May”, bravely meets the trying condi- 
tions responsible position. Finally, the case 
the mighty Princess Ida, the noblest creature 
among the poet’s characters, the higher intellectual 
training her subdues the lower, and she true 
her obligation social order and God. When 
she brought see her mistake resisting na- 
ture cultivating the intellect the expense 
the heart, she gracefully yields her destiny, sub- 
mitting the cares and burdens domestic life.

Indeed, are all in- 
fected some mysterious, germ-like propensity 
which requires the proper environment initiate 
struggle. the drama, “Macbeth”, Shakespeare, 
choosing extreme type, has depicted one 
these human tragedies—a stupendous conflict 
which the powers good and evil battle for the 
mastery great soul, soul, alas! whose depths 
the germs inordinate ambition have long lain 
dormant. 

The background this picture dark; may 
even say black. Nearly all the traditions that 
day regarding witchcraft are found here and 
there throughout the drama. Some fourteen scenes, 
including the entire plot, are laid the darkness 
the night amid the deep rumblings the tem- 
pest. Indeed, was these very aspects which par- 
ticularly appealed Shakespeare delved into 
Holinshed’s “Chronicles” for the burden 
story. 

the midst this gloom two figures stand out, 
issue this Journal for September. For the pres- 
ent, shall focus our attention man, “the 
brave Macbeth”. first brought our 
notice the sergeant, imagine him man 
giant stature, fearless soldier and noble sub- 
ject the king. 

“Brave Macbeth—well deserves that name— 

Disdaining fortune, with his brandished steel, 

Which smoked with bloody execution, 

Like -valor’s minion carved out his passage 

Till faced the slave; 

Which ne’er shook hands nor bade farewell him, 

Till unseam’d him from the nave the chaps, 

And fixed his head upon our battlements.” 
is, indeed, deserving such praise, even more. 
fact, Shakespeare has availed himself every 
opportunity introduce his hero the most strik- 
ing light, and that wisely, since Macbeth’s un- 
successful combat with the forces evil from 
within well from without—which forms the 
point interest the plot. 

the outset, there are two qualities which elicit 
our admiration for honorable and 
brave. Although the presence Duncan “un- 
der his battlements” affords excellent oppor- 
tunity for gaining, without delay, what has 
“esteemed the ornament life,” yet his better na- 
ture revolts against such “horrid deed”. His bra- 
very, however, when closely examined, yields but 
one part true. physical danger which con- 
fronts him brave, but the face moral 
note proceed that while his honor—by this 
death; his bravery, that say his physical cour- 
age, never deserts him. 

People whom the faculty imagination 


highly developed are often known have keen 
aesthetic sense. This particularly true with Mac- 
beth. What save his vivid imagination which 
conjured the dagger with its blood-stained dud- 
geon, that makes his dripping fingers appear 
monsters ready pluck out his eyes and that fin- 
ally haunts him the form the “blood-bolter’d 
Banquo?” How often, too, the most critical mo- 
ments, does seem transcend himself and break 
forth highly poetic language, for example, 
his apostrophe life, evoked the untimely death 
his queen: 

“Tomorrow, and tomorrow, and tomorrow, 

Creeps this petty pace from day day 

the last syllable recorded time, 

And all our yesterdays have lighted fools 

The way dusty death. Out, out, brief candle! 

Life’s but walking shadow, poor player 

That struts and frets his hour upon the stage 

And then heard more; tale 

Told idiot, full sound and fury, 

Signifying nothing.” 
illustrate further let quote two more extracts: 
his description the murdered Duncan and his sigh 
despair the triumphant army batters his 
castle gates. 

“Here lay Duncan, 

His silver skin laced with his golden blood 

And his gash’d stabs look’d like breach nature 

For ruin’s wasteful entrance: there, the murderers, 

Steep’d the colors their trade, their daggers 

Unmannerly with gore; who could refrain, 

That had heart love, and that heart 

Courage make love known?”

But little scrutiny required discover that, 
combined with these excellent qualities, there are 
two evil germs, ambition and superstition. Long 
before the point which the play opens these forces 
have been work undermining the nobler virtues 
his soul. The glowing victory and the rapid con- 
firmation the witches’ promises, small way, 
tend increase the growth these agencies 
that are not altogether surprised that before 
long the unfortunate Macbeth becomes their prey. 

Each these abstract however, has 
its concrete complement. His ambition fostered 
the solicitings his “fiend-like queen”, while 
his superstition finds ample food the various pro- 
phecies the witches. For convenience, shall 
consider each influence separately, with possibly 
longer discussion the witches, not because they 
are more important but account the various 
opinions concerning them. 

not the beginning Macbeth’s relations 
with the spirit world when, the “blasted heath”, 
the three weird sisters hail him, “Glamis, Cawdor 
and king that shalt be.” not affrighted 
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their appearance Banquo is. starts, 
true, but only because their prophetic tidings seem 
re-echo the very secrets his ambitious soul. 
When they are gone with air familiarity 
that speaks their strange behavior. 
further proof this contention let recall the first 
line his letter Lady Macbeth: 
“They met the day success.” 
From this appears that she already knows the 
witches else not describe them? The 
most logical answer seems that all this has 
been done before. Probably the eve the bat- 
tle they had appeared him promise him suc- 
cess and greatness general way. Maybe was 
their assurance which made him “disdain fortune” 
and attack the enemy with such brilliant display 
courage. That had previously written Lady 
Macbeth this strain evident from her own 
words greeting her victorious husband: 
“Thy letters (plural) have transported beyond 
This ignorant present, and feel now 
The future instant.” 
Hence there must have been other letters, and 
these has spoken the witches, their promises 
greatness and his own intent gain the crown. 
Does she not reproach him later: 
“What beast then, 
That made you break this enterprize me?” 
However all this may be, has ever appeared 
that the influence the witches the sub- 
sequent career Macbeth has been overestimated 
some commentators. Certain is, they are 
external agency, but nothing more. They. solicit 
him, advise him, but never pursue compel him. 
Without that germ ambition, which, let say, 
they did much foster, their work would have been 
vain. is, after all, his implicit credence which 
brings about his downfall. never suspects the 
truth their prophecies; concerned only with 
how they are you imperfect 
speakers, tell more.” 
his difficulties has recourse them: 
will tomorrow, 
And betimes will, the weird sisters: 
More shall they speak; for now bent know, 
the worst means, the worst.” 
acts upon their advice: 
“But yet make assurance double sure, 
And take bond fate.” 
confident their prophecies that scorns 
“Bring more reports; let them fly all; 
Till Birnamwood remove Dunsinane, 
cannot taint with fear. What’s the boy Malcolm? 
Was not born woman? The spirits that know 


All mortal consequences have pronounced thus: 
‘Fear not Macbeth; man that’s born woman 


Shall e’er have power upon thee’. 
even carries his trust absurdity. Although 
the first prophecy has been made void the 
equivocal movement Birnam wood toward Dun- 
sinane, his deep-rooted superstition prevents him 
from doubting the other promise.

More potent than that the witches the im- 
pelling influence his wife. While the former 
merely prophesy advise, Lady Macbeth exhausts 
every artifice gain for her husband all that 
promised him. she who coerces Macbeth into 
committing his first crime, that crime which turns 
the tide his life and opens the way for his other 
atrocities. True, she does not figure the murder 
Banquo and the slaughtor Macduff’s family,

the result tragic, but, before dwelling the ru- 
ins, let pass review the process which that 
stabilizing factor lost. 

From Macbeth’s first appearance the drama 
can perceive that honor and ambition are striving 
for the possession his soul. Shall continue 
loyal subject shall take advantage his 
power and seize the crown? sooner has the 
prophecy the witches been confirmed than his 
whole being glows with ambition.

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THE STUDENT’S OWN LIBRARY. 

ERHAPS will come surprising suggestion 
some our devoted Catholic teachers, pro- 
pose them get their pupils buy and own their 
personal library Catholic books. There fact 
first sight something more ideal than practical the 
suggestion. hard enough all conscience 
get Catholic pupils take interest and 
read and study Catholic books even when they are 
lent them given them generous priests 
Sisters. But persuade the children use their 
own money buy these books seems some ex- 
perienced pedagogues almost out the question. 

Yet, perhaps, there more practical value the 
suggestion than even the experienced may first 
sight realize. May not that our practice 
lending books and giving books the Catholic 
pupils, but never urging them buy books for 
themselves, may have had the effect pauperizing 
them, say, far Catholic literature con- 
cerned? know that general principle things 
that cost little are little valued. the child ac- 
customed look Catholic books something 
not worked for and purchased with his own 
money, but received present borrowed, 
from teacher, will undervalue Catholic litera- 
ture accordingly and will never think after years 
spending would say “real money” Cath- 
olic books. 

have been trying analyze during quite 
long period time the fundamental reasons why 
Catholic books are little bought and read 
Catholic lay folk. The situation improving, 
doubt, but still remains true that the great ma- 
jority Catholic books are bought priests and 
Sisters. consider the numbers well-to-do 
Catholics who might easily buy Catholic books for 
their home and not so, and when remem- 
ber the purchasing power the laity compared 
that the priests and Sisters, shall begin 
realize how great loss support this entails 
Catholic literature. 

When seek the reasons for the apathy the 
laity towards Catholic books and papers, find, 
course, various causes. One principal reason that 
the flood secular print, cheap but alluring, ready 
everyone’s hand every moment, takes most 
the time which the Catholic lay folk wish give 
reading. Besides, powerful commercial agencies, 
well-organized and persevering, almost force the 
current literature into the hands every one. Cath- 
olic books and magazines the other hand are 
often difficult come and unless the Catholic 
home well supplied with them, they will want- 
ing just the moment when people have time 

But this brings the further question, why 
Catholic homes are general notably deficient 
Catholic books. reply this, must 
acknowledge the greatest reason that the 
Catholic people not take interest enough Cath- 
olic reading buy and keep the books which should 
the most valued furnishing their home. 
our graduates from Catholic schools not care 


enough for Catholic reading supply their own 
homes with books, then obviously one most 
important elements the training our Catholic 
pupils for after life leaves something desired. 

are quite satisfied that one the most effec- 
tive ways training our children take personal 
and permanent interest Catholic reading will 
get them buy books their own and thus 
lay the foundations while still school per- 
sonal library. The task encouraging them 
this may difficult, but have remarked 
other connections, the difficulty the measure 
the need. overcoming the reluctance our 
students buy their own books, and form their own 
library, shall overcoming also much the 
apathy which those same students would manifest 
after life toward Catholic reading. 

Besides have the children under our influence 
while they are school and can manage, though 
with great difficulty, perhaps, train them 
wish. after years, they leave school without 
this inspiration and interest, will not only 
difficult but impossible get them take Cath- 
olic reading. While they are still the formative 
stage the task will arduous. After they have 
gone out into the distractiors life after school, 
will quite impracticable. 

The motives which should put before our 
Catholic children induce them buy books for 
themselves ought motives permanent force 
which will, after years, abide with the pupils and 
encourage them continue their patronage 
Catholic literature. possible, course, 
make the children buy books because the teacher 
wishes it, because they find easier accede than 
have already emphasized, tends rather induce the 
children act passively. When, the end 
school, the pressure the teacher’s influence re- 
moved, the pupils will cease buy and read 
Catholic books. They have not been trained 
personal, active interest Catholic literature. Their 
minds and wills have not been strengthened like and 
appreciate good reading general and Catholic reading 
particular. They have only yielded exterior pressure. 
Hence when the distraction and allurements after life 
are strong upon them, they will again think sup- 
plying Catholic books for their homes reading them 
leisure moments. 

But the children are painstakingly imbued with per- 
sonal zeal and enthusiasm for Catholic reading, they 
acquire definite motives for buying and keeping Catholic 
books, they will continue after life. The training 
received school will influence them ever after- 
Wards. 

What are then some the motives which should prove 
effective getting children buy books and form the 
beginnings their own library? First, may truly tell 
them that this manly womanly thing do. 
may assure the children that the day which they buy 
their first book with their own money, they become “grown 
up” sense; they take their place with their elders, they 
seriously prepare for useful and good life beginning 
the habit good reading. Impress this the pupils and 
you will far toward persuading them, for not true 
that every child wishes thought mature and fit for 
the company those older than himself? The natural 
self-esteem the child will gratified feel that 
doing something grown and mature. 
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can persuade the children, besides, earn for 
themselves the money they spend books, shall 
still more effective work training them read good 
books after life. child often attracted the idea 
earning money for itself and buying with this money 
things wants have. prudent, skillful teacher can 
make the idea attractive children buy with their 
own money books form their own library. This early 
training will inestimable worth after years when 
the child; now grown up, will continue use part 
its earnings purchase Catholic books. 

Another motive can present the children the 
great need doing something definite acquire per- 
sonal taste for good reading. wise talk chil- 
dren about their after life, enlarge the theme that 
the child father the man and make them interested 
sowing the seeds after success and efficiency, 
moulding their characters that they may sustain 
after days the stress modern life with its constant 
struggle for success. 

Everyone sees nowadays the advantage which trained 
and educated man woman has the acute competition 
today. For this reason our schools higher education 
are increasing constantly. The war with its discrimina- 
tions between the educated and the uneducated, had, 
think, much with this stimulus high school and 
college education. Boys and girls saw that those elder 
brothers who had received better education became offi- 
cers the army entered the officers’ training camps, 
whereas those who had never gone beyond the grade 
school had shoulder the muskets and march the ranks. 


may give many other instances pupils show 
them how education and training put man ahead his 
competitors. Then may tell them truly that taste for 
good reading the surest means continuing and per- 
fecting the training which they receive school. 
may assure them too, that reading means supply all 
the deficiencies their earlier education, that they 
continue read good books, their conversation will al- 
ways interesting, they will have influence over others 
because they will know many things which others not 
know. They will well-informed and intelligent their 
religion and when non-Catholics ask them questions, they 
will able answer competently. But if, after leaving 
school, they never open Catholic book, they will begin 
forget what they have previously learned. They will 
ill-informed Catholic doctrine and when someone 
asks them explain the Catholic attitude current ques- 
tions, defend the Catholic position disputed points 
they will have own with embarrassment that they can- 
not answer and refer their questioner someone bet- 
ter informed than themselves. 

When have stirred the pupils, least the more 
intelligent and docile ones real desire acquiring 
taste and habit Catholic reading, should call their 
attention the fact that one the most practical means 
for gaining this buy and own their personal col- 
lection interesting and profitable books. The book 
the elbow, the book which they can pick whenever they 
like and read leisure moments, the one which will 
profit them most. Now the only way sure hav- 
ing adequate supply the right books, buy and 
own them. 

ought also often speak the children, especially 
the classes literature and languages, about the need 
good library every Catholic home. The Catholic 
pupil should buy and own certain number well-chosen 
and well-loved books. But the household Catholic 
family should well furnished with such books larger 
number and more general variety than the pupil 
could buy for himself. Through the children could 
sometimes get Catholic parents interested buying good 
Catholic books for the home. 


not exercise general, one would think, suffi- 
ciently persuasive influence Catholic mothers and 
fathers regard things which concern the welfare 
their children. Teachers often complain that the good 
influence the school neutralized actually counter- 
acted the atmosphere the home. Yet, how little 
try influence the homes pupils. might 
effectively many ways, which may form the subject 
another paper. But this means getting good books 
into the household surely singular importance. 

all these things much depends the personal at- 
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titude the teacher and his her honest interest and 
enthusiasm. all our teachers even great part 
them are individually persuaded the utility and the 
necessity good Catholic reading the home, they 
speak ardently and with conviction the pupils whenever 
the occasion arises, concerning this important subject, 
they will soon stir the children and through them 
their families greater zeal for Catholic reading and for 
good reading general. 

the teacher, overcome with other preoccupations, 
engrossed other interests, vexed with exercises and 
and cabined and confined the curricu- 
lum, not personally zealous and enthusiastic for Cath- 
olic reading, then there little chance the pupils’ tak- 
ing fire with great enthusiasm for good books:

Ona 
given day these books may put exhibition some 
room the school and members the class may come 
and choose just they would they visited the book 
store. ordering these books quantities, 
percentage reduction may had which will enough 
pay the cost carriage backward and forward, and 
perhaps little balance for some school activity. 
Where the class quite large, may divided into 
groups which will visit the book store different days. 
When every one provided with one two books, bought 
this way, any other method, interesting 
have little ceremony which may called book exhibit. 
Each pupil will first mark his book “from the library 

and then sign his name. The new books will then 
all exhibited together and everyone given chance 
look everyone else’s purchase. Then, there 
time, would interesting have each pupil briefly ex- 
plain why chose that particular book, what special in- 
terest finds and what particular features the 
book determined him buy it. 

This exhibit, with the accompanying explanation, may 
encourage some the pupils buy other books which 
appeal them. once begin competition col- 
lecting books, the results will gratifying and even 
surprising. The instinct collect strong children. 
They love collect postage stamps butterflies, pic- 
tures, trading stamps. they once catch the enthu- 
siasm for collecting books, and compete with one another 
who shall form the best collection, the consequences 
will notable. 


The giving hour now and then during the English 
class some other scholastic period, holding “book 
talks” they are called will also means getting the 
children interested buying books. These book talks are 
quite easily prepared for and form very practical exercise 
literature. the book “Sodality Conferences” have 
given some length description the method. Briefly 
put, consists getting five six the pupils pre- 
pare ten minute talk with readings from chosen vol- 
ume. The talk should tell something the author, his 
other works, and should mention the contents the pres- 
ent volume with its plot brief description its theme.

Copies the books should hand 
allow the pupils chance look them. such 
ways, the interested and enthusiastic teachers may effec- 
tually promote the buying Catholic books, and culti- 
vate life-long interest good reading.

what case appears. has the same form used 
the object the sentence; the object the 
verb; whether apposition, direct ad- 
dress; the object any preposition the entire 
list. Its form never changes. The only exception 
this rule the short list pronouns: we, thou, 
he, she, they, who. These when used objectives 
become: me, us, thee, him, her, them, whom. 


The word Preposition really misnomer for 
that part speech. The old Latin grammarians 
recognized but one fact regard the word, name- 
ly, that must precede the word which said 
“govern.” Therefore, they called Preposition, 
from the Latin Pre-, “before,” and Pono, “Place.” 
Later, the scholastic grammarians taking the Latin 
their model English, made the rule, “Never 
place preposition the end sentence.” They 
were misled the definition the word Preposi- 
tion, “placed before,” therefore, they concluded that 
preposition were placed before the word which 
could never end sentence. 

Not few our words are derived from the 
Latin, yet must remember that the idiom out 
words Germanic, and closely interwoven 
with the fiber that language that almost im- 
possible for either rules customs get out. 
And know that the Germans are strong 
rounding out their sentences with vigorous preposi- 
tions they are their “Already-yet.” The cus- 
tom using prepositions end sentences has come 
down through English literature, and frequently 
find the works our foremost writers.

THE STUDY BACH. 
Rev. Jos. Kelly, Mus.D. 
OLYPHONIC music had its beginning the 


great choral works Palestrina. was not 
until long afterward, that this style was applied 
instrumental music. the Inventions, Preludes and 
Fugues Johann Sebastian Bach, get the first 
great examples polyphony applied not merely 
ecclesiastical music, but music which, its 
secular character, and its variety emotional ex- 
pression universal scope. What Palestrina was 
choral music, Bach was instrumental music. 
His great compositions were his fugues. There 
keener pleasure the real musician than the 
study the intricate windings Bach Fugue. 
true, that fugue presents especial difficulties 
the ear, because its intricately interwoven 
melodies. folk song ordinary musical com- 
position, there but one melody, with nothing 
distract the attention from it, and composed 
phrases different length, likes the lines 
poetry, with pause the end each, which 
the mind the listener can take breath, 
speak, and rest for moment before renewing at- 
tention. This not the case with the fugue, which 
continuous composition from beginning end. 


Perhaps this the chief reason why fugues have 
the reputation being dry.

something more than mere technic and ear-train- 
ing. requires intelligence, very delicate musical 
sense and appreciation above the ordinary. The 
calibre musician’s mind may usually meas- 
ured the esteem has for the works Bach. 
know that Mozart came away “deeply impressed 
and wondering”, from study some Bach’s 
chorals. recall the testimony Beethoven, who 
made Bach’s works kind Bible from which 
draw inspiration. find Schuman counselling 
music-students make Bach their daily bread, and 
Chopin stating that always went the “Well 
Tempered Clavichord” Bach whenever had 
put his fingers condition for recital. The best 
part Lizst’s training consisted transposing and 
practicing Bach’s fugues different keys. 
organ composer and piano composer well, Bach 
has never had any rival. The greatest oratorio ex- 
tant Bach’s “St. Mathew”, and the most superb 
choral work ever written his minor Mass.

the reconstructed school system Germany. The new 
method emphasizes hitherto unknown degree the 
activity and individuality the pupil. called more 
less felicitously the work method (Arbeitsmethode) and 
holds that the child must chiefly learn through his own 
efforts and experiences. Stress laid self activity. 
Knowledge cannot communicated ready made, but the 
child must acquire his own way and extract 
were from his own experiences. idea, concept cannot 
simply transmitted the learner. The learner must 
elaborate his own concepts. This the last analysis 
amounts saying that one can taught but that all 
teaching really self teaching. All the teacher can 
stimulate the child may inaugurate 
mental processes, but cannot hand over mental pro- 
ducts. Great things are claimed for this method. Many 
think that will revolutionize education and produce re- 
markable results. Its application the teaching reli- 
gion, confidently predicted, will bear wonderful fruit. 


are not one those who delight casting wet 
blanket fresh and glowing enthusiasms and who have 
nothing but contemptuous indifference for the discoveries 
modern research. But are long past that stage 
when believed that every modern discovery would usher 
new era heralded the dawn better day. Many 
these new eras that were promised never materialized 
and many the days that dawned with fair promise 
quickly faded into the light common day. have 
never been able convince ourselves that the methods 
the past were radically wrong that they must 
superseded something entirely different. be- 
lieve, however, that our traditional methods can con- 
siderably improved and that many respects they ought 
modified and brought into greater harmony with the 
latest discoveries psychological research. shall 
very glad give attention this much lauded new 
method and select from what helpful. Most likely 
will found that the new method really not very 
much different from the older ones and that differs from 
them mainly new emphasis. course, true 
that educators our days are rather dissatisfied with the 
results modern teaching. They blame the methods 
that have been adopted and clamorously call for drastic 
reforms. But one wonders has not always been thus. 
Pedagogues have always indulged the same refrain. 
the burden all their complaints that those who are 
entrusted their tender mercies not come their 
expectations.

Human material 
has limitations that not even the best methods can over- 
come, 


When comes the old methods not evident 
that they were entirely fault. After all, mankind has 
muddled along with them and has not done very badly. 
Especially far the traditional methods teaching 
religion are concerned, would not condemn them 
any wholesale manner. They have fairly well succeeded 
keeping the faith alive the people. they had been 
hopelessly bad some like make them appear, 
should have had sad decline religious life. this 
there are indications. Thus are inclined think 
that they possess some redeeming features. not re- 
gret school experiences. Yet school days mem- 
ory work was insisted with vengeance. did have 
commit memory the questions and answers the 
catechism the most approved fashion. was tedious 
and irksome, doubt; but when left school had 
something for our work and our labor. Even present 
love back the old catechism refresh 
knowledge. And was easy catechism and bristled 
with theological definitions, such now are roundly con- 
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demned modern pedagogues. Possibly had been 
diluted intellectual diet often offered our 
days, would not have has and would 
not think harking back what enshrined 
memory those remote days. Hence, are strongly 
inclined think that these old time methods were not 
radically vitiated. Even with all the memory work, relent- 
lessly imposed upon us, there did remain sufficient oppor- 
tunity for self-activity. Nor was our individuality crushed 
any noticeable extent. survived these school ex- 
periences and are none the worse for them. course, 
there were teachers those days there are now, who 
failed entirely stimulating original thinking and who 
actually made school nightmare and who rendered reli- 
gious instruction positively distasteful. But imagine this 
can done with any method and spite any method. 
pedagogics, therefore, are convinced eclectics. 


teach, has been well said, induce the pupil 
learn. The teacher must elicit certain processes the 
pupil that will result the acquisition knowledge. 
goes about the wrong manner, will stifle the 
personal activity the pupil and the latter really will 
have chance learn anything. That has always 
appeared truism and not know that has ever 
been seriously questioned. Though this recognized, there 
are methods that overstress the teaching and neglect the 
learning. old methods have sinned this direction. 
They have but too frequently overwhelmed the child with 
teaching and have left him little opportunity for self- 
activity. But withal this was merely mistake mis- 
placed emphasis. The pendulum now swinging has 
swung the opposite extreme. Self-activity has become 
the slogan. The teacher must efface himself. becomes 
merely guide, director the child’s activities. That 
not impossible too far this direction will 
hardly denied. What really needed produce 
perfect pedagogical method strike happy balance 
between teaching and learning. After all, the 
task not merely stimulate the activity the pupil 
and direct his learning processes, also has something 
communicate. There complex information which 
transmitted the child. Memory has its uses. 
must not entirely eliminated. not necessary that 
the child rediscover every truth himself. Why should 
not benefit the accumulated experiences the race 
and save himself the labor through which others have 
gone? That true economy. Evolution tells that the 
development the individual runs through the same 
stages through which the upward climb the race was 
effected. Still, even that so, done many short 
cuts and many the stages are omitted. with 
the mental development the child. There seems 
good reason why the child’s mental experience should 
recapitulate the experience the race. Education and 
teaching provide the short cuts and help the pupil over 
long stretches, through which would unneces- 
sarily wasteful. good method must, accordingly, right- 
fully proportion the teaching that done and the 
personal self-learning that essential. The new method 
lays great stress the individual experience the child. 
this harmony with the general trend modern 
philosophy that puts the chief accent experience. 
the bottom lies the fatal error that truth some- 
thing personal and that, therefore, each one must find out 
his own experience what the truth for him. the 
ethical field the same contention made. Let the indi- 
vidual find out his own experiences what good, 
hear quite frequently. Taking the cue, the today 
claims the right its own experiences. say, there- 
fore, possible exaggerate this modern viewpoint 
and carry the self activity and experience theory be- 
yond reasonable bounds. 


But all means, learning self activity. cannot 
done for and can only aided it. This follows 
from the very nature our mental processes. Psychology 
has made the mistake reifying our mental activities 
and conceiving them static instead dynamic terms. 
Hence, speak communicating ideas ideas were 
things that could pass from one another, whereas ideas 
are vital acts most personal and intimate nature, that 
such are utterly incommunicable. This the legacy 
the associationist sensationalism that for long time 
prevailed psychological schools. are happily get- 
ting away from it. Psychology again becoming dyna- 
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mic. Among others Prof. William McDougall insists 
this vital character ideas. any attempt describe 
the course experience, writes, the choice ap- 
propriate terminology all important. begin 
talking sensations and ideas things, fragments 
mosaics stuff called consciousness, that terminology 
will infect the whole our description with incurable con- 
fusion. must hold fast the fact that experience 
mentally active; that experiencing activity 
some being subject who experiences something, 
somewhat.” (Outline Psychology, New York).

FECT CONTRITION. 

contrition consists sorrow for our sins, 
from perfect love God, that is, from the love benev- 
olence gratitude. 

Imperfect contrition sorrow for our sins because 
our sins lose God’s reward, heaven, and deserve 
punishment, hell purgatory. 

imperfect contrition think principally our- 
selves, how sin makes unhappy according the doc- 
trines faith. perfect contrition, think principally 
God, His greatness, beauty, love, and goodness, how 
sin has caused Him suffering, pain, and death. 


ACT PERFECT CONTRITION NOT DIFFI- 
CULT MAKE. 

For thousands before the birth Christ there 
was only means whereby men could obtain forgiveness 
sin, and thus save their souls, and that one means was 
perfect contrition. Even since the birth Christ and the 
spread the Gospel there have been, doubt, innumer- 
able souls who never heard the Church, nor the sac- 
raments baptism penance, and all these who are 
saved will saved only and entirely perfect contri- 
trition. Therefore, the infinitely good God could not have 
annexed the forgiveness sin very difficult condition, 
but one which possible all, for “He wills not the 
death the sinner.” But perfect contrition was pos- 
sible for those who sinned before the coming Christ, 
see the person the penitent David, whom the 
prophet reproached the name God, for his crime 
adultery, how unreasonable suppose that who 
live the full light and love the Gospel teachings 
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and especially those who are members Christ’s 
Church earth, should find difficult elicit acts 
perfect contrition. But order understand clearly 
that acts perfect contrition are easy make, must 
not confound perfect contrition with the supposed greatest 
intensity sorrow. 

Perfect contrition has its degrees and stages, and ef- 
fect the forgiveness sin, the highest and most intense 
degree not necessary, for lower degree true perfect 
contrition effects the forgiveness sin. Perfect contri- 
tion consists having the proper motive for sorrow for 
sin, and not the duration intensity the sorrow. 
St. Thomas says: “Sorrow for sin, however slight that 
sorrow may be, provided attain the nature contri- 
tion, destroys all Here the Angelic Doctor speak- 
ing contrition, not attrition. 


EFFECTS PERFECT CONTRITION BASED 
THE WORDS CHRIST. 

The Church bases her teaching that perfect contrition 
takes away sin even before the reception the Sacra- 
ment Penance, these words Christ: “If any man 
love Me, Father will love him, and will come 
him and make our abode with him (St. John xiv, 23). But 
order that God may dwell him, his sins must 
blotted out, and thus perfect contrition, that sorrow from 
love God effects this, but does not indepen- 
dently the Sacrament Penance. 


EFFECTS PERFECT CONTRITION. 

always and immediately produces the sinner 
forgiveness sins, before confesses them the Sac- 
rament Penance, provided has the intention con- 
fessing them later. The Council Trent teaches: “Per- 
fect contrition from love God, justifies man and recon- 
ciles him with God even before the reception the Sac- 
rament Penance.” (Sess. xiv, 4). 

the just man, perfeet contrition secures and in- 
creases the sanctifying grace, remits venial sins for which 
sorry, and also remits some all the temporal 
punishment due sin. 

Every act perfect contrition increases the moral 
certainly that are sanctifying grace, which grace 
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makes the soul become ever more beautiful the eyes 
God, and because perfect contrition purifies the soul ever 
more and more, makes see more clearly the truths 
our holy faith, and the value things spiritual. 

every act perfect contrition are strength- 
ened resist evil, and also gives greater hope ob- 
taining the great grace final perseverance. fre- 
quently making acts perfect contrition, form the 
habit doing it, and since what habitually 
ever death should come upon suddenly, our habitual 
practice would prompt immediately elicit act 
perfect contrition, which would then the golden 
key that our good God puts into our hands open 
the gates heaven, even though there were time 
receive the sacraments. 

Enables merit again for eternal life. act 
perfect contrition restores sanctifying grace the soul 
which had lost it, not only when danger death, but 
any time life when made, and thus restores 
the person the power meriting for eternal life, which 
had lost mortal sin, and for this reason also 
inestimable value not allowing any moments life 
fruitless for eternity. 


WHEN ACT PERFECT CONTRITION 
NECESSARY. 

one the state mortal sin bound under pain sin, 
endeavor make act perfect contrition, since 
under these circumstances alone can reconcile one 
God. But should priest arrive before this person ex- 
pires, still bound confess his sin possible, even 
though had made act perfect contrition, for every 
un-confessed mortal sin must submitted the power 
the keys, that is, must confessed, possible 
so. 

The obligation perfect contrition also urgent when- 
soever one has exercise some act for which the state 
grace necessary, the Sacrament Penance not 
accessible. For example, person should become con- 
scious grievous unforgiven sin before the reception 
worthy receiving either these sacraments mak- 
ing act perfect contrition. But here again the per- 
son would bound confess the sin later, for although 
perfect contrition would take away the guilt mortal 
sin, and the guilt that sin would not revive, yet the 
person would again lose the state grace, through his 
unwillingness fullfill his bounden duty confessing 
when can. 


HOW MAKE PERFECT CONTRI- 

Humbly ask God the grace make act per- 
fect contrition, and will surely grant you this grace, for 
Incarnate Truth has said, “Ask and you shall receive.” (St. 
John, xvi, 26). 

Think all that our Blessed Redeemer suffered for 
you, and how loves you. This will stir the heart 
sorrow through love and gratitude. 

Say from your heart, “My God, sorry for every 
sin life, because them have offended you who 
are infinitely good and hast suffered much for me.” 
This short prayer does not take ten seconds say, 
and unable say with the lips, can formed 
the mind. Even saying “My Jesus, mercy,” which does 
not take two seconds say, can embody act per- 
fect contrition said with true sorrow. 


PRACTICAL CONCLUSIONS REGARDING PER- 
FECT CONTRITION. 

Endeavor every night before falling asleep make 
act perfect contrition make morally sure 
your salvation, should God call you from this life during 
your sleep. 

Endeavor make act perfect contrition every 
time that you receive the Sacraments Penance and Holy 
Eucharist, order receive the greatest profit from 
these sacraments, and also lessen your punish- 
ment purgatory. 

unfortunately you commit mortal sin, not 
delay one minute make act perfect contrition, 
order once more restored sanctifying grace, and 
thus able merit all you do, for any deed, mat- 
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ter how good itself, done while the state mor- 
tal sin fruitless for eternity, for can never merit while 
the state mortal sin. 

you are near dying person, especially the 
case accident, sudden grave illness, recite 
his ear softly, yet distinctly, act perfect contri- 
tion, for matter how unconscious may seem, and even 
though apparently dead, yet there life, may make 
this act least his mind, and thereby save his soul, 
and you will have the merit before God having helped 
save soul for which Christ shed His Precious Blood. 


PREPARATION FOR SACRAMENT PENANCE. 

Ask the light the Holy Ghost that you may see 
what sins you have committed since your last worthy 
confession. 

Examine your conscience the commandments 
God and His Church, and the duties your state 
life. This examination should made with that inten- 
tion which bring every and important affair. 
Some minutes are sufficient those who are morally 
certain not having sinned grievously since their last 
confession, who often receive the 
Penance. Straining mind and unrest should avoided. 

Ask God for the grace true sorrow for your sins, 
and endeavor excite yourself contrition reflecting 
the sufferings our Lord, and then make fervent act 
contrition. 

Make firm purpose amendments regard 
avoiding sin and the occasion sin the future.

EGYPT. 

Egyptian civilization came into mortal conflict with that 

the Tigres-Euphrates valley; the latter won. 

Jealousy arose between Assyria, the upper part the 
Tigris-Euphrates valley, and Babylonia, the lower. Nine- 
veh fell—Babylon won. 

PERSIA. 

Cyrus united the Medes and Persians and with com- 
bined forces attacked Babylon; mighty Babylon, proud 
London the past, fell; Persia 

Cyrus subdued Lydia, Egypt, Asia; and established the 
great Persian empire. Cyrus fell battle against the 
Scythians under their warlike queen Tomyris. His dis- 
severed head was immersed tub blood com- 
mand the desperate queen, whose heart fatally wounded 
the tragic death her son, sought alleviation hellish 
revenge. ever thirsted for blood; well, let him have 
his fill,” said Tomyris. ended Cyrus the Great, con- 
queror the Orient, founder the Persian Empire.

Many 
unnamed Leonidas fought and died for Sparta. 

ATHENS.

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Demostenes, Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, Phidias, and 
Pericles; city, too, Alcibiades and all that this typically 
Athenian character stands for; city fair gods and god- 
desses, Eleusinian mysteries, Bacchic orgies; city 
the Great Plague!

Greece, Scythia, Illyria, Thebes, Asia Minor, Egypt, Per- 
sia, Asia, the known world, bent, fell, and last lay 
prostrate under the iron dominance Alexander the 
Great. Granicus, Issus, Arbela, bloodily proclaimed him

When asked whom left his throne, Alexander’s 
reply “To the strongest,” seems enigmatic. Was 
irony that said these words, knowing that regardless 
his wishes the strongest would prevail, was 
admiration world-conquering strength “the ruling pas- 
sion strong death?” Perhaps the latter—truly man 
dies lives. 

Alexander’s death was followed the dreary Wars 
the Succession, which finally resulted the establishment 
the Seleucidae Asia, the Ptolemies Egypt, and the 
descendants Philip Macedonia.

Certainly the 
World War upset ancient landmarks 
and contributed major degree 
make old traditions less influential 
than they were conservative force 
human affairs. But before the war 
began the social upheaval had begun. 
Here picture the situation 
England among the young which ex- 
isted 1913, World War was 
undreamt that time. precip- 
itated itself like bolt from the blue 
the second half the following 
year. The citation from article 
entitled “The Child and the Nation,” 
which appeared the November 
(1913) issue the National Review: 

“On all sides, but especially among 
the young women, there want 
balance, strenuous straining after ex- 
citement and something new. Ideas 
are taken and imbibed with fever- 
ish delight only immediately dis- 
carded for the next. Religion losing 
its hold, while the beliefs which helped 
and inspired our forefathers have 
meaning for the present generation. 
Contentment with their lot the last 
thing sought desired, spirit which 
fostered and kept alive the liter- 
ature the day and the ceaseless ac- 
tivities Socialist agitators and 
would-be reformers every class and 
creed. cannot look upon the ten- 
dencies the youth today without 
misgivings the future. The de- 
struction home life, the growing 
independence, the shirking respons- 
ibility, the insistent demand “all for 
nothing” cannot fail endanger the 
highest traditions community life.” 

Written thirteen years ago, this des- 
cription, undated, might taken for 
portrayal what everyone looking 
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about him may witness today. The 
essayist seemed think that one 
the factors making for the demoraliza- 
tion that aroused alarm was the char- 
acter the instruction furnished 
the English national schools. Educa- 
tion that fails include discipline and 
inculcate responsibility falls far 
short fulfilling its legitimate func- 
tion, which training youth for hon- 
orable and useful participation the 
affairs life.

The 
true test writer’s merit lies back 
his words, and found his ideas. 
Yet will use words with fine dis- 
crimination, and this not always the 
case with writers who are injudicious- 
praised for their diction.

Messages expressed plain 
words reach greater number peo- 
ple than those which are wrapped 
terminology unfamiliar the pub- 
lic. are circumstances, how- 
ever, which the employment 
strange word creates interest and 
commands attention, thus giving em- 
phasis the idea intended 
convey. Ripe judgment required 
make wise use uncommon words 
this way, and the device one that 
can only sparingly employed with- 
out losing efficiency.
